Vatican Accepts Judge Taft'i Proposi- 


tion on All Main Point*, but Dif-

Home, June 21.—The papal secre- 


tary of state. Cardinal Rampolla,' has 
assured Rt. Uev. Thomas O'Oorman, 
bishop of Sioux Falls, S. D., that the 
Vatican accepts the propositions of 
Judge Taft, governor of the Philippine 
islands, regarding the disposition ot 
the friars' lands on all the main points 
but dissents on minor points.
